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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being 
drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on 8 February 2005. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. The claims include the use of the word "for" which indicates intended use. A claim 
containing a "recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus is intended to be 
employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art apparatus" if the prior art 
apparatus teaches all the structural limitations of the claim. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 1647 
(Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 1987). 

If Applicant(s) desire to give the phrase patentable weight, the Examiner respectfully 
recommends Applicant(s) remove "for" from the phrase where intended use is not desired. 

4. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Yatagai et al. 
2002/0027029 in view of Inagawa et al. 5,251,718. 
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Yatagai et al. discloses a snow vehicle comprising: 
a vehicle body 1 having a front part; 

an engine hood 4 provided at the front part of said vehicle body; 
an engine room formed under or below said engine hood; 
a four-cycle engine 2 accommodated in said engine room; 

a supercharger 7 disposed in said engine room at a location forward of said four-cycle 

engine; 

an intercooler 8 for cooling air supplied from said supercharger to said four-cycle engine; 

Yatagai et al. fails to disclose first and second air inlet ports formed in the engine hood. 

Inagawa et al. teaches the use of two inlet ports 85 located in a snowmobile engine hood, 
and include a guide 86 integrally formed with the engine hood. The two ports allow air to flow 
over the engine to cool the engine. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to modify Yatagai et al. by providing two air inlet ports in the engine hood in order to 
provide cooling air to the engine. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 4-7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 
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Conclusion 



6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The cited references disclose snowmobiles with four cycle engines and cooling 
inlets.
